Some time ago an effort was made by 
some one to secure his release, but 
Sheriff Hedge discovered the plot and 
it came to naught. 


Soon after the 
noon hour today 


Rivers was gout*. He was i n» only 
prisoner in the jail, and it is believed 
he was assisted from without. 


He escaped by way of the basement. 


A hot air pipe comes up at tbe north 
end of the jail, and tbe opening is cov- 
ered with iron bars. 
Two of these 


were removed, and Rivers slid down 
the pipe to freedom. Once in the cel- 
lar it. was an easy matter to make hie 
way to the street. 


When the escape was discovered 


Sheriff Hedge set all tbe machinery 
at bis command in motion to find Riv- 
ers. The police were notified, and 
the sheriff 
is making 
a personal 


search. Telephone and telegraph were 
freely used to points in the surround- 
ing country and to neighboring towis.

the senate for confirmation the ap- 
pointment of E. A.. Deardoiff for pos>- 
master at New Philadelphia, C. B. 
McCoy at Cosbocton, and J. M. Ickes 
at Newark .The re were no other appli- 
cants for tbe New Philadelphia post 
office, but a very bitter contest has 
been on at Coshocton for about a year 
and there was also considerable oppo- 
sition to Ickes' reappointment io 
Newark. Toe fight against McCoy in 
Cosbocton was one of tbe meanest 
and most malicious that ever took 
place in tbe state, but be was able to 
refute every charge made against him 
and his complete vindication is evi- 
denced by bis reapppiotmeut backed 
by both senators. The desperatecun- 
spiritors at Cosboci.oo have by their 
efforts against McCoy and holding bis 
appointment up for a year only added 
another year to his official life, as hts 
new commission will be for four years 
from date of reappointmetit. Tbe Ad 
rotate extends to Mr. McCoy its sincere 
congratulations "

Will This OM Mahoxoky ' Bureu Hai* 


Joarieyed. 


Formed^wben the last century wa-, 


in its earliest babyhood, brought over 
the mountains from Virginia to IX- 
shocton county and now sent riving 
across the continent to the Pacitii- 
coast. is the history of a- beautiful 
piece of furniture carefully crated ii. 
Dosboclou thU week. 
It is a bureau, one of those oil! 
chests of roomy drawers that were 
used in the days when the Republic- 
was unborn and were thedelighi of the 
perfect housewives of Virginia. Where 
it was made and who fashioned 
U-s 


gracefnl form are facts that have been 
lost- in the passing years, but Che bu- 
reau remains a perfect specimen oi 
colonial 
furniture, 
beautiful and 
bright as the da} it came trom the 
shop of the maker. 
The bureau is maaognny, and made 


with a view to standing the test of 
time. Not a nail was used in i'a con- 
struction but the joints are Mghlh 
closed and it bids fair to see auutber 
century- Its surface is highly polish- 
ed and the material from which it is 
made is thick and heavy.but that does 
not prevent the graceful swell front 
from 
rivaling anything from the 


bands of more modern makers. 
It is the property of the MeGuires. 


a well 
known family 
of I'ushoc- 


ton connty. Francis McGuire now 
li?es in West Lafayette, 
and the 


bureau was sent to the Rose company 
to be crated before it was shipped t<« 
tiis brother, William McGuire. who 
resides at Bentura. California. 
The bureau came to Cosboctnn 


county from Virginia in 1S05 having 
been brought over the mountains in a- 
wagon to the Ohio river, and thence 
by water in a canoe to this place. It 
is probably much older than the date 
Driven as it is of the style and work 
manship of many years preceding that 
time. 
The old bureau will occupy a prom- 


inent place in Mr. Mc<;uire"s hand- 
some home in California, and will be 
preserved as a reminder of his life in 
L'osbocton connty and for its List»r 
ica! value, recalling as it does the col- 
onial days of the Old Dominion.

It is pos- 
sible that the Royer amandment does 
not apply to proceedings in error 
pending in the court - at the time ol 
its passage, or any right which then 
existed in any case 'to prosecute error 
in That court, but it certainly applies 
to all causes in the inferior courts 
where the right to prosecute error in 
the supreme court did not exist at the 
time of the passage of the act. In 
other words, it makes tbe circuit court 
the court of last resort for 95 per c«nt 
of tbe litigation now pending through- 
out the state."
